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PRINT YOUR PROGRAM IN QU ILI 


I wanted to print a program I was writing but I wanted to mark each "define 
Procedure" so I could find them easily. Well when I list a program each line 
lists just as it is entered within the program. Since I can highlight (BOLD) 
in Quill I decided to print the program in Quill. Now you can't just load a 
Program into Quill as it is not in the format Quill is looking for, so I had a 
brilliant idea. Why not "Import" the program into Quill. What import does is 
to change the file into an ASCII file that Quill understands. This worked and 
the file loaded into Quill correctly. I thon did a search for the words Define 
Procedure and painted the line with bold. I continued this until all def-proc 
lines were highlighted. I then listed the program in Quill and had my listing 
with the procedures highlited. 


Now to "Import" a file into Quill first press F3. This will allow you to enter 
commands. Then press "O" or F3. This will take you to the second page of 
commands. From this menu of commands select the "File" option. Press "F" and 
the file command will be selected. You will have a few new options available. 


Used the "Import" option. Press "I" and vou will be in the import procedure. 
You then must enter the device type and number, only if not the default type, 
and the file name you want to import. Press enter and the file will be loaded. 
Warning you might want to rename the file to an eight letter name to import it 
into Quill. 

Once the program is in Quili you will find that the program will be on one 


line even if it extends beyond 80 columns. I have a 15" printer so I went 
through and changed the length of those long lines to 80 columns. Or you may 
want to change it to a difterent size to print it in a column format. Up to 
you but I just want you to be aware of this option. 


From now on you can handle it just like any other Quill file including 
changing the data, additions and deletions. There is no export so I'm not sure 
on reloading the file. I have a feeling it can just be loaded into the basic 
area but I have not tried it yet.

This is new way for me 
to produce the newsletter as I have always, 'up' to now, used the TS2068 and 
MSCRIPT. Normaily these lines would be columns of 38 not 78. The rest of the 
pages are columns but these are written as 78 as an experiment. Please let me 
know if you prefer the column | (38) or page (78) format. I want to produce a 
newsletter that you enjoy reading. Also if there are any other changes or 
additions you would like to see please let me know.
